Designating the small swath of land will 
mark a major act of national recognition for 
gay rights advocates and their struggles over 
the past half-century Since the 1969 uprising 
in Greenwich Village, the U.S. has enacted 
anti-discrimination protections, allowed gays 
and lesbians to serve openly in the U.S. military 
and legalized same-sex marriage nationwide. 

Though land must still be transferred to 
the federal government and other details 
worked out, the president is expected to 
move quickly to greenlight the monument 
following a public meeting Monday in Man- 
hattan, according to two individuals familiar 
with the administration’s plans. They weren’t 
authorized to discuss the plans publicly and 
requested anonymity 

Next month marks Lesbian, Gay Bisexual 


and Transgender Pride Month in the U.S. 

The gritty tavern, known colloquially as the 
Stonewall, became a catalyst for the gay rights 
movement after police raided it on June 28, 
1969. Bargoers fought back, and many more 
joined in street protests over the following 
days in an uprising widely credited as the start 
of large-scale gay activism in New ^rk and 
around the word. Annual pride parades in hun- 
dreds of cities commemorate the rebellion. 

The White House declined to comment. 
Yet Obama has paid tribute to the site before, 
most notably in his second inaugural address in 
2013. In what’s believed to be the first reference 
to gay rights in an inaugural address, Obama 
said the principle of equality still guides the 
U.S. “just as it guided our forebears through 
Seneca Falls, and Sekna, and Stonewall.”

Bears linemen: Critics 
don’t understand our job 


Chicago Tribune 

Kyle Long, Bobby Massie and a panel of other 
offensive linemen disparaged Pro Football 
Focus’ grading system and chided other crit- 
ics who “don’t understand what an offensive 
lineman does” during a roundtable interview 
with CBS Sports’ Pete Prisco. 

Long decried the unrealistic expectations 
faced by fellow guards and other positions on 
the line during the panel discussion published 
Wednesday 

“We’re the Mushroom Club,” he said. 
“They throw us in a closet, feed us [bleep] and 
expect us to come out a finished product.” 

Long also said, “The system is set up where 
we don’t have a voice. All we are are robots. 
Robots that get graded.” 

Massie, who will play right tackle for the 


Bears this fall, questioned how websites such 
as Pro Football Focus can grade players when 
they can’t be entirely sure what their assign- 
ments are on each play 

“They don’t know the play” he said. “They 
don’t know what each lineman has to do.” 

Massie was even more direct in assailing the 
lack of teaching from most coaching staffs. 

“In practice you have to do what the coaches 
want to make them happy Make them feel like 
they have the big [bleep] in the room,” he said. 
“On game day you have to do your own stuff 
The coaches, they’re not out there blocking. 
They’re in a big, comfortable chair with the 
clicker. The O-line and D-line are the best ath- 
letes on the field. It’s not the quarterback, the 
receivers or the corners. We’re going against 
the biggest, strongest, fastest in the world.”

It’s hard not to draw 
comparisons between 
“Captain America: 
Civil War” and “Bat- 
man V Superman: 
Dawn of Justice.” 
Both films pit iconic 
and beloved super- 
heroes against one 
another and touch on 
what it means to be 
a hero. But Friday’s 
release of the third 
installment of the “Captain America” fran- 
chise is a vastly superior action-hero flick 
that will leave viewers in awe of its immense 
joy, heart and tight storytelling. 

“Civil War” picks up a year after ‘Aveng- 
ers: Age of Ultron.” Steve Rogers/Captain 
America (Chris Evans), Natasha Romanoff/ 
Black Widow (Scarlett Johansson), Wanda 
Maximoff/Scarlet Witch (Elizabeth Olsen) 
and Sam Wilson/Falcon (Anthony Mackie) 


are on a mission in Lagos when the battle 
goes wrong. After years of fatalities and 
destruction, the government, along with 
Tony Stark/Iron Man (Robert Downeyjr.), 
encourages the Avengers to agree to be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the United 
Nations. 

The Avengers are split: Stark supports it 
as he’s haunted by the destruction he has 
caused, but Rogers disagrees. But when 
another attack occurs and implicates James 
“Bucky” Barnes/The Winter Soldier (Sebas- 
tian Stan), Rogers goes off the rails to figure 
out the truth behind the attack. 

When Stark is asked to stop Rogers, it 
comes down to two teams: Team Iron Man 
and Team Captain America. Stark recruits 
Peter Parker (Tom Holland as Spider-Man is 
a hands-down absolute scene stealer) and in- 
troduces T’Challa/Black Panther (Chadwick 
Boseman) to the Marvel Universe. Rogers 
brings back Clint Barton/Hawkeye (Jeremy 
Renner) and Scott Lang/Ant-Man (Paul 


Rudd) to fight for his side. 

It’s an all-out war between both sides. You 
won’t find a better, more entertaining fight 
scene than the airport sequence in “Civil 
War.” It’s fun to see both sides fighting for 
what they believe in and the value placed 
on why the Avengers do what they do: to 
save people, to be heroes, to do right by the 
world. As an audience member, it’s tough 
to pick sides, as both men are standing up 
for what they believe in. And you want both 
characters to walk away with a win. While 
“Civil War” could be mistaken as a third 
‘Avengers” film— and trust me, it can be — at 
its core, it’s a movie about two men and their 
stubborn wills and desire to stick to what 
they believe is right. 

“Civil War” never falters in its 146 -minute 
runtime. It’s gripping, action-packed and 
often joyful entertainment, a true testament 
to the plan Marvel has for its cinematic uni- 
verse. Its continuity with the previous “Win- 
ter Soldier” installment is important, and 


directors Anthony and Joe Russo intertwine 
the story effortlessly without losing coher- 
ence. For example, the movie kicks off with 
a 1991 flashback to Bucky as he’s activated as 
the Winter Soldier. A first assignment leads 
him to a car accident and wiping an uniden- 
tified serum from the car. It’s a flashback 
that the Russo brothers keep coming back 
to, holding out for an emotional resolution 
toward the end. 

While Marvel isn’t breaking new ground 
with its storytelling, “Civil War” stays light 
and funny in between the tense, high-stakes 
moments, and that’s what’s going to keep 
bringing audiences back for more. 

While superhero movies are often mythi- 
cal and out of this world, “Civil War” brings 
it back down to earth. It’s simply just a story 
about the bonds of friendship, doing the 
right thing when presented with a difficult 
decision and how we’re ultimately shaped by 
our choices.

WORTH A TRIP

According to the Bible, Samson killed a 
thousand men with a donkey’s jawbone. And 
as one is after slaying an army with a mule’s 
mandible, Samson was pretty tired and 
thirsty So he prayed that his powers would 
be restored. As the story goes, his cries were 
answered with a spring, where he quenched 
his thirst, regained his power and went on to 
rule Israel for 20 years. 

Still following? This is important because 
that spring where Samson discovered his 
newfound power was called En-Hakkore. In 
2013, Peter and Faith Park opened a res- 
taurant in Bucktown named En Hakkore, 
hoping their food could offer restorative 


comfort to patrons. It did. So many folks 
gobbled down the signature paratha tacos 
and bibimbap that the Parks were inspired to 
open En Hakkore 2.0 in Wicker Park a few 
weeks ago. 

While the “2.0” is a nice touch, using 
software naming convention isn’t particularly 
apt. It suggests gradual changes, you see, 
and En Hakkore 2.0 is a full evolution. Its 
menu— rife with hot pots, Korean seafood 
pancakes and mini-football-sized sushi 
burritos— is completely different from the 
original restaurant. 

“There were a lot of things I wanted to do 
at the first place, but the kitchen was small. I 
didn’t have the room,” Peter Park said. 


Before visiting, I didn’t really believe the 
world needed sushi burritos. I was wrong. 
After eating Park’s ethereally light Crunch 
sushi burrito ($12) stuffed with shrimp 
tempura, unagi, cream cheese, sweet potato, 
cucumber, lettuce and plum guacamole. I’m 
questioning the woefully inefficient tradi- 
tion of eating eight pieces of maki when you 
can simply wolf down one gigantic handheld 
roll. 

But this isn’t about frou-frou modern 
conveniences. This is about the restorative 
powers of food. If that’s what you’re after, an 
order of honey garlic butter K-Wings is what 
you want. These aren’t the dinky chicken 
scraps you’ll find at other wing-slinging 


chains; they’re Dwayne “The Rock” Johnson- 
sized bites. The massive hunks of poultry 
are deep-fried and lacquered with a golden, 
sweet glaze, and they waft enough garlic to 
kill every character on your favorite vampire- 
centric TV show. 

Despite the lack of Wet-Naps, I plowed 
through all six wings and licked the sticky 
residue from my fingers with abandon. As 
I walked out, I felt like I could fight off an 
army of MMA cage fighters with a single 
chicken wing bone. OK, maybe not, but 
damn if I wasn’t satisfied.
